Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant has not amended the claims 
sufficiently and the prior art continues to read on the claimed invention. Johnston/Saegusa/Haraguchi teach various embodiments which 
allow the use of RF/wireless and/or magnetic/wired data transmisison (ie. either by RF link or via the cradle connection). The examiner 
broadly interprets the means in which data is transferred between phone and base station as being user-configurable, potentially for 
security and/or registration purposes (as taught by Saegusa) since one may not want the user to be a distance away when registering. 
Also, the independent claims are written very broadly (eg. there is no limitation as to what a "local connection" can or cannot be). Lastly, 
the examiner contends that an acknowledgement via a local connection which is separate from the radio connection through which an 
identifier is transmitted is taught by the prior art since there are multiple ways in which the phone/base station can communicate (ie. via 
RF or via the cradle) which one skilled in the art would modify the cited art to arrive at the claimed invention. . 
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
